BRISTOL ROtD TO BE REBUILT. 
Although a bill of equity, asking that 


the sale of the Philadelphia & Bristol 
Passenger Railway Company be set asiae 
ana another sale of the franchises and 
properties of that company ordered, has 
been filed, the work of rebuilding the road 
will bo started Tuesday, said the Philadel- 
phia Sunday Press. 


An answer to the bill was filed in the 


Court of Common Pleas of Bucks County 
Saturday. The suit was instituted before 
Judge Yerkea some time ago when a bill 
of equity was filed by William MacLean, 
Jr., of Philadelphia, and Henry Lear, of 
Doylestown, counsel for Mrs, Jennie E. 
McNaughtnn, of Philadelphia.

fendants are the Security Trust & Life In- 
surance Company, of Phialdelphia; the 
Philadelphia & Bristol Passenger Railway 
Company; the Philadelphia, Bristol & 
Trenton Street Railway Company and 
George Q. Horwitz, general counsel for 
the defendants, who represented the syn- 
dicate in the purchase of the road. 


These defendants in their answer deny 


that the price of $1000 obtained was gross- 
ly inadequate and aver that under the 
circumstances the amount was a proper 
one, and that the road, considering its 
condition at the time of the sale, was not 
worth mote than the sum bid. They ad- 
mit that the price paid was on the only 
bid male at the sale, and state that the 


Patton Attachment Dismissed. 


Justice W. D. Porter, of the Superior 


Court has handed down an opinion dis- 
missing the attachment issued by the 
Orphans' Court of Bucks county on peti- 
tion of the Utica Burial Case Company, on 
May 13. 1901, against Thomas W. Patton, 
of Bristol, administrator ot Cornelius J. 
Patton, deceased. 


The case had been before the Orphan's 


Court in various places for the past two 
years. The final decree was based upon 
the findings of Henry Lear, Esq., as audi- 
tor, who found that Thomas W. Puton had 
in his hands as administrator a sum of 
$75, but directed that tho whole of said 
sum should be appropriated to the pay- 
ment of tho costs of the proceedings in the 
Orphan's Court nnd before the auditor. 
The appellant contended that tho estate 
was indebted to him and sought to open 
the whole case as heard before the auditor. 
This the Superior Court refused, but set 
aside the attachment on the ground that 
since no part of tbe fund found by the 
auditor to be in the hands of the appellant' 
was payable to the Utica Burial Case 
Company, the petitioner, no attachment' 
could legally issue on their petition.

OUR CONSCIENCE FUND. 


I* TTM Started Wltfc • Pollar I» the 


Year 1811. 


"In the year 1811," says H. E. Arm- 


strong In Alnslee's Magazine, "an 
anonymous citizen of New York sent a 
dollar to the treasury department at 
Washington with an avowal that he 
had defrauded the government and 
wanted to make restoration. A dollar 
meant something to Uncle Sam in 
those necessitous days when the coun- 
try verged on war with Great Britain, 
and It was a patriotic as well as a pen- 
itent act. The contributor was the 
founder of the conscience fund, and 
probably he died in the odor of sanc- 
tity. 


"During 
the preceding 
thirty-five 


years of the life of the republic no one 
hud despoiled the government, or tho 
prhaU> conscience was callous. This 
New York man, indeed, seems to have 
been the one ulemish on a golden era 
of national virtues, for fifty years were 
to elapse before there was an addition 
to the fund. 


"In 1861, just after Sumter was fired 


on, the sum of $0,000 In bond* was re- 
ceived by the treasury department, 
with a letter explalning*that a sorely 
tried conscience could no longer en- 
dure ita burden of guilt The plain in- 
ference was that the sender, realizing 
the United States would need a mint 
of money to carry on the war, judged 
it not to be a time to defer repentance. 
Think of the bounty jumpers who prof- 
ited by his contribution! 
."It was reully useful to the country 
In another way. The conscience fund, 
which had languished for want of a 
phining example, now became active. 
It has been quoted pretty steadily ever 
since. At the present time It amounts 
to more than $300,000. Indeed, restitu- 
tion is getting to be the fashion, and 
the time may come'when no one will 
take advantage of the government or 
do so only with the laudable design of 
swelling the conscience fund when any 
emergency confronts Uncle Sum."

You may remember that General 
Early, who was In command of tills 
particular division of the Confederate 
forces, in writing to refute statements 
published In northern papers to the ef- 
fect that he could easily have marched 
into Washington, said: 'I knew the de- 
fenses were weak when I arrived, but 
my troops were so exhausted from the 
enforced march that a halt was abso- 
lutely necessary, and the next morning 
I knew, by clonds of dust, that re-en- 
forcements bad arrived.' 


"That dust, gentlemen, was raised by 


a few men, not exceeding 100, of the 
Veteran Reserve corps. The tempora- 
ry commander of this company, a stout 
man of medium height, whose name or 
rank I did not learn, because he wore 
no blouse or Insignia, placed the men In 
line In the rear of and between Fort 
Stevens and Fort Slocum. After mak- 
ing a short speech In which he urged 
every man to do his best he directed 
us to march down gome distance on the 
grass past Fort Stevens. Once there 
he told us to break ranks and right 
about, returning In the middle of the 
road and kicking up all the dust we 
possibly could. 


We doubled on the line, marching 


down on the grass and coming back in 
the dusty road. It was a dry season, 
and we all had on broad soled'shoes. 
We mnde the dust fly, I tell you, and 
It Is no wonder General Early thought 
re-enforcements by the thousands had 
come to the relief of the handful on 
duty at the forts."—Washington Star.

THE AMERICAN FLAG. 


ll It Appeared Loua- Before Betar 


.Ron Made One. 


Few persons have noticed the Inter- 


esting evolution on our flag of the 
stripes and stars as depicted in the ar- 
mory of the Ancients at the top of old 
Faneull ball. Most persons are famil- 
iar with the story of Mrs. Ross and 
the making of the first flag of the free. 
But evidently it was -not Mrs. Boss 
who originated the idea of the stripes. 


Down in the armory of the Ancients 


you will see first the broad red flag 
with tbe old English cross in Its field. 
Next a very similar flag, except that 
the broad red becomes blue, with no 
red but in the cross itself on the white 
field. Next the white flag, with its 
pine tree and "Appeal to Heaven," 
whence came our own state banner. 
Then it would appear that the fathers 
went back again, for the next flag has 
the red and white longitudinal stripes, 
but in the field there are the crosses 
of St George and St. Andrew worked 
out in red upon a white ground. The 
next flag restores the blue to the field. 
It, too, has the longitudinal red and 
white stripes and the combined crosses 
of St. George and St. Andrew, as in 
the British jack, worked out in red 
and white upon a blue field. It was
